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Mexico Enters 
a New Phase 


The complete calm and lack of dis- 


turbance with which Manuel Avila 
Camacho was inaugurated as Mexico's 
new president may prove to be a hap- 
py augury 
for his six-year term. 


The United States, whose chief in- 
terest lies in a Mexico steadily pro- 
gressing under stable institutions, hop- 
es it may be so. 


The rude and unpleasant demonstra- 


tion staged for Secretary Wallace on 
his arri%'al to attend the inauguration 
need not be taken too seriously. The 
sheer, fruitless bad taste of the af- 
fair pretty well identifies it with one 
of those political minorities 
whose 


sole influence lies in such demonstra- 
tions. There is no reason to doubt 
that Wallace's warm reception later 
by the Chamber of Deputies is much 
more representative of a growing cor- 
diality toward the United States, which 
the Avila Camacho regime is pledged 
to foster. 


The United States has been most 


patient and sympathetic toward Mex- 
ico in the past few years. That is 
partly due to a genuinely increasing 
good-will and understanding, and part- 
ly due, frankly, to the knowledge that

sums now paid ^ire inadequate and in 
the belief that anything which would 
increase rniiss buying power would bo 
all to tils good. Under the general 
heading of liberalizing benefits would 
come shortening of the waiting per- 
iod, extension of the time over which 
benefits can be paid, and hiking of 
the amounts paid out. 


In general, both the A. F. of L. and 


the C. I. O. would back such a move. 
Interesting point is that the final ral- 
lying point of the liberalizers may 
be the McCorrnack bill (backed by 
Majority Leader Jolui W. McConnacki 
which would write minimum benefit 
standards into the federal law. End 
result of i;uch a step would probab- 
ly be more or less complete federal- 
ization of the whole system—which, 
as it now stands, is actually a state 
affair operated under a degree of fed- 


force. An employer who can show 
that over n three-year period lie has 
kept liia force from fluctuating very 
much und l>as discharged few persons 
pays a* lower tnx thon the employer 
who lays off o large number every 
so often. 


For years the Nntional Association 


of Manufacturers has urged extens- 
ion of this system. Argument is that, 
it offers n powerful incentive toward 
the stabilization of employment, forces 
the employer who 'Is most responsible 
for unemployment to bear the heaviest 
part of the load, and tends to make 
the whole system, a means for helping 
to reduce unemployment.

The parable of the Good Samari- 


tan is old and familiar, but always 
new. It will continue to be both new 
and good news until it is put more 
widely into practice; for, despite the 
world's acquaintance with it, the world 
is still far from putting its spirit 
into practice. The policy of the good 
neighbor is need in every land and 
in every phase of human relations 
today. 


Men approve the teaching when 


they read and study it in the parable, 
but they still fail to put it into prac- 
tice. What will be he effect this year 
upon those who actually study this 
lesson, and upon those who read these 
words? Will we go out to put into 
practice what we have learned con- 
cerning the spirit and method of the 
Good Samaritan? 


The story, of course, is well known, 


but some details of it need emphasis. 
It is a story of contrasts, and wo 
may be sure that Jesus intended these 
contrasts to have their full 
effect. 


On the one hand, we have a priest 
and a Levite who saw the man who 
had been robbed and beaten and left 


uilf dead, but who did nothing to 
:ieln him. On the other hand, we have 


certain Samaritan who, when he 


saw the plight of the poor fellow, was 
'moved with compassion" and gave 
lim every help. 


Now, 
the point of the story is in 


this contrast between the conventional 
crligious leaders in Israel and the 
Samaritan, whom they regarded as 
a religious outcast and a heretic. "The 
Jews have no dealings with the Sa- 
maritans." 


Jesus did not mean to imply that 


all priests nnd Levites wore hypocri- 
tical and unfeeling men, and that all
